REPORT OF TORRENT HOSE CO. 


At the February meeting of the Hose Co. it was voted 
that the clerk and foreman should have inserted in‘ the town 
report a report of the company in order that the people might 
know as to the state of its present equipments for fire purposes. 

Some two or three years back the clerk of this company 
made a similar report and strongly recommended the purchase 
of at least 750 feet of hose for the use of this company, in or- 
der that when coming in from a fire the hose used could be 
left in the tower to properly drain and dry and have another 
set to put on the wagon. Owing to the small amount we have 
at present we have been obliged to put it on the wagon wet 
with the result that at our last fire in February at Mr. Townes, 


_ we had two lengths burst, which shows the condition that the 


hose isnowin. With a change of hose this should have lasted 
five years lonyer at least. 

The company ought to carry 1000 feet on the wagon, and 
in order to do this and properly care for it we need surely 
1250 feet of new hose, and at once; and at this time it would 


prove a profitable investment for the town by prolonging the 
usefulness of the hose now in use. 


Another matter which we wish to bring to the attention of 
the people is the condition of the hydrants. At the Towne fire

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SCHOOL REPORT—TO WN DISTRICT. 


The record of the pee years work is full as good as any 
previous year. 

Only the Gulf and Plain schools have united during the 
past year, and those for only one term. All others chosing a 
less number of weeks then to go elsewheré. As far as possible 
we have tried to raise the standard. 

Three of the teachers taught here last year. One who 
commenced the year with us left at the end of the Spring term, 
and took a “Schvol for Life” she was ever a faithful teacher, 
and what is our loss is Meriden’s gain. Miss Putney came to us 
a stranger, but very faithfully has she been trying to lead the 
scholars to a higher and nobler life. A High school has been 
maintained two terms, fall and winter. We do not say that 
all who attended the upper grade at the Plain improved their 
advantages as they should have done, but we have the satis- 
faction of knowing that the district, with the aid of the acade- 
my fund, has given the older pupils in town a better opportu- 
nity for advancement than they possibly could have had in a 
school where all grades were in the sameroom. We hope that 
our older pupils will be given as good a chance for twenty 
weeks the coming year. Mr. Fitch, the teacher, exerted an ex- 
cellent influence over his pupils, and his explanations of the 
different branches taught were very thoroughly and clearly 
given. During the fall and winter terms Miss Gill has given a 
free lesson in vocal music once a week tothe pupils in the 


Plains school. Vocal music was also taught in the South 


Water street school by the teacher there. We wish all the 
pupils in the district might be given instruction in music. 

The Gulf schoolhouse needs some repairing inside, but per- - 
haps it will do until the debt on the North Boscawen one is 
paid.
